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Fallen soldiers honored on Memorial Day

AGAWAM - The town of Aga- 
wam celebrated Memorial Day on 
Monday with a parade and short 
remembrance ceremony on the 
Veterans Green next to Phelps El- 
ementary School. 

In a touching moment, this 
year’s parade marshal, Army Na- 
tional Guard Staff Sgt. Brett Grav- 
eline, an Agawam native, tried to 
take the spotlight off himself and 
focus it on the real meaning of the 
day. 

“Today is not about me,” said 
Graveline, a 1990 graduate of 
Agawam High School. “It is about 
those who have lost their lives 
fighting for our country.” 

Graveline is a veteran of two 
tours of duty in Iraq during the War 
on Terror. In 2009, Graveline was 
injured during a helicopter crash. 
He was at the Walter Reed Army 
Medical Center for about four 
years and had 10 surgeries. He 
has a brace on his left leg and his 
neck has been fused several times. 
Despite his numerous injuries, he 
held true to the fact that Memorial 
Day was not about him. 


Agawam Veterans Agent Rich- 
ard Gerard said Graveline’s ser- 
vice and his road to getting out of 
the hospital and returning home to 
Agawam was an important story 
to share. 

“We thought it was a great idea 
to have him here today and honor 
him with being the parade mar- 
shal,” said Gerard. 

Graveline said he appreciated 
the standing ovation he received 
from his hometown, and he was 
happy to get to speak to Agawam 
residents. 

“This means so much to me,” 
said Graveline, who went on to 
thank his parents for their support 
during his recovery. “You guys 
loved me every step. Even when 
things were difficult, you loved 
me more.” 

Gerard spoke fondly about be- 
ing proud of a woman he met 
recently who was an immigrant 
from Poland. He recalled she vol- 
unteered to help at the Holyoke 
Soldiers Home recently. 

“She has a wonderful life here,” 
said Gerard, “and she realized that 
her life is great because of people 
who fought and made the ultimate 
sacrifice.”

Planned repairs of 1-91 
viaduct move forward

SPRINGFIELD — At a meet- 
ing in the theater of the Basketball 
Hall of Fame on May 20, dozens 
of people heard officials from the 
state’s Department of Transporta- 
tion (MassDOT) lay out existing 
plans for repair of the I-91 viaduct 
from State Street to the I-291 in- 
terchange. 

Plans involve the painting of 
all structural steel, replacement

of bridge bearings, improvement 
of drainage and lighting, miscel- 
laneous structural steel repairs, 
and various other improvements 
in the vicinity of the viaduct. Sev- 
eral city residents spoke during a 
question-and-answer period after 
the presentation. 

MassDOT project manager 
Michael O’Dowd said early on 
that the DOT is confident that the 
viaduct is not “unsafe.” The de- 
partment wouldn’t allow the road 
to remain open if they believed it 
unsafe. Nonetheless, it is “unreli- 
able,” with the frequency of re- 
pairs and thus of obstruction and 
traffic delays rising and bound to

Humason seeking first 
full term in state senate

REGION - State Sen. Donald 
Humason, R-Westfield, has an- 
nounced he will seek election to 
a full two-year term to the Mas- 
sachusetts State Senate after win- 
ning a special election last year to 
fill the seat previously occupied 
by Michael Knapik. 

“Tt was an easy decision for me 
to decide to run again because I 
ran with the intention to run again 
this year,” said Humason. 


It was a quick turnaround for the 
veteran legislator, who spent 11 
years as a State representative for 
Westfield. When Knapik resigned, 
he immediately announced his in- 
tention to run for state senate, and 
defeated Democrat David Bartley, 
of Holyoke, in a special election. 
Humason serves out the remain- 
der of the term and must run for 
re-election this fall. 

His priorities have not 
changed; Humason says he is 
focused on many of the same 
things he ran for last year.

Challenge takes to the wheels

AGAWAM - People with physical disabilities can do many 
of the same things everyone else can — just modified. 

That was the message being sent by Center of Human De- 
velopment Program Director Nancy Bazanchuk to students at 
the Roberta G. Doering School following a week of wheel- 
chair sports classes in physical education. Bazanchuk has 
been visiting Doering School for the past 16 years. She brings 
with her a set of 10 wheelchairs with slanted wheels that are 
specialized for playing sports. 

Bazanchuk was born with birth defects and confined to a 
wheelchair following the amputation of her legs. She now 
spends her time working with the Center of Human Develop- 
ment and visits schools to teach children about people with 
disabilities, as well as encourage those with disabilities to in- 
tegrate themselves socially with the mainstream population. 

Physical Education Teacher Debbie Lickley has been ar- 
ranging for Bazanchuk to visit Doering for an entire week 
each year because the wheelchair sports are fully written into 
the curriculum. The same is not true in many other schools. 
Bazanchuk is a native of Agawam and went through the Aga- 
wam public schools and is happy to come back to educate 
local students. 

“This is one of our favorite units to teach the children here,” 
said Lickley. “Nancy puts in an entire week at our school, and 
she is tireless in the time she spends here with the kids. It’s a 
very long week.” 
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Lickley believes it is important for her students to realize 
what people with physical limitations are able to do. 

“Tt exposes them first-hand to what Nancy can do and 
shows the different tools people in wheelchairs can use to 
play sports,” said Lickley. 

Bazanchuk spent part of each physical education class 
teaching the students about the different equipment used. She 
showed them an ice scooter and modified hockey sticks used 
by students to play hockey and enjoy their time on the ice. 

She then explained the wheelchairs, which have slanted 
wheels to allow for more stability while they are in action. 
Bazanchuk said the chairs are very expensive and were do- 
nated so she could use them in schools. 

The classes then got the opportunity to play a modified ver- 
sion of indoor soccer, using the wheelchairs to move the ball 
around. Goalies were not able to stand and players in the chairs 
could only hold the ball for three seconds. Students embraced 
the modified game and enjoyed themselves, Lickley said. 
“Tt’s definitely a great experience for them,” said Lickley. 

Bazanchuk also spent some time answering questions for 
the students, including teaching them about how she drives 
and gets around herself without the use of her legs. She also 
taught them how she dresses and does other daily household 
activities. 

The future of the weeklong program is up in the air, Bazan- 
chuk said. Lickley has been instrumental in taking the initia- 
tive to arrange for her appearance at Doering. Lickley will be 
retiring at the end of the school year. 

“T am hoping whoever takes over will still want to continue 
doing the program next year,’ said Bazanchuk.

Editor’s Note: In the aftermath of our ar- 
ea’s Memorial Day observances and parades 
that were sparely attended by the public, we 
thought a primer on the extreme importance of 
this national holiday was in order. 


lhe origins of Memorial Day have never 

been determined. In 1966 President Lyn- 
don Johnson declared Waterloo N.Y as Memo- 
rial Day’s official birthplace, but more likely 
it sprang up in thousands of cities, towns and 
villages across the nation when families buried 
their dead brought home from the saddest war 
of all, our Civil War. 

Even before the end of that conflict, southern 
women were decorating graves of confederate 
dead, and in 1867 a woman named Nella Sweet 
wrote a hymn about them, “Kneel Where Our 
Loves Are Sleeping.” 

The first Memorial Day (known then as 
Decoration Day) was officially proclaimed on 
May 5, 1868, by General John Logan, national 
commander of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic, and officially observed on May 30 when 
flowers were placed on the graves of both 
union and confederate soldiers at Arlington 
National Cemetery. 

Since then, there have been many wars, but 
those who fought in them answered the nation’s 
call, gave the last full measure of devotion, and 
deserve our gratitude. 

There were the Indian wars during our west- 
ward expansion, the Spanish American War, 
World Wars I and II, the Korean War (often 
called the forgotten war, but a hellhole if there 
ever was one) and the night- mare of Vietnam. 

More recently we’ve had our first invasion 
of Iraq and the second. 

Someday we may achieve the distant dream 
of a world at peace, but until then our (mostly) 
young men and women will answer our call 
and some will come home in flag draped cof- 
fins. 

The least we can do is turn out to remember 
them on a (hopefully) bright spring day and ex- 
press our appreciation and gratitude. We may 
hate war, the killing and wanton destruction, 
but we’ve never been able to avoid it or end it, 
although that dream persists. 

Perhaps it is only with the end of history that 
there will be peace—as implied in a favorite 
poem of ours, “Dark Hills,’ by Edwin Arling- 
ton Robinson: 

Dark hills at evening in the west Where sun- 
set hovers like a sound 

Of golden horns that sang to rest Old bones 
of warriors underground-- Far now from all 
the bannered ways Where flash the legions of 
the sun, You fade, as if the last of days 

Were fading, and all wars were done. 

But one must hope that sanity may one day 
over- take humankind, allowing us to do what 
we must to survive: nurture this little planet of 
ours instead of fighting over it. 

In the meantime though, we owe the peace 
and freedom of our little corner of the world to 
those who have gone before us, fought for us 
and given their lives. 

Praise them.

Humason seeking first full term in state senate

“T want to provide good constituent servic- 
es,” said Humason, who was approached by 
Agawam residents while attending the Aga- 
wam Memorial Day services. “I want to be 
out there and available for people to speak to 
me if they want to.” 

Humason wants to be approachable and 
makes frequent appearances at events, and 
says the new position of state senator has 
been more demanding of his time. 

“Tt’s definitely a little more time consum- 
ing representing 11 towns instead of one,” 
said Humason. “I have to thank my wife and 
son for their understanding.” 

Humason says he will continue to bring an 
experienced voice to Boston and make sure 
that a common sense approach is taken when 
it comes to creating a balanced budget. 

“People want better government and lower 
taxes,” said Humason. 

He said he is frequently asked to make 
sure Western Massachusetts is not forgotten 
by the rest of the legislators in Boston. 

Humason is a part of the minority group in 
Boston as the 40-member state senate only 
has four Republicans. 

Humason does have two challengers: 
Democrats Pat Leahy and Christopher Hop- 
well, both of Holyoke, have announced their 
intentions to run for Senate recently. 

Agawam could once again end up being a 
“swing city” in the 11-town district. In last 
year’s special election, Humason defeated 
Bartley 18,123 votes to 16,493. 

Humason carried his hometown of West- 


field by a vast majority and Bartley followed 
suit with his hometown of Holyoke. Bartley 
carried a section of Chicopee and the Demo- 
cratic-heavy Easthampton. Humason carried 
Republican-heavy Southwick along with 
Granville, Tolland and Russell. In Agawam, 
which has had representation from both par- 
ties in recent years at the House and Senate 
levels, Humason defeated Bartley 3,521 to 
2,303. 

Humason currently maintains monthly 
office hours in Agawam. He also plans to 
continue to assist Agawam in its mitigation 
efforts with a casino potentially landing in 
Springfield. 

“For those surrounding towns, it will be 
all about mitigation,” said Humason. “I have 
to do my best to make sure there will be 
minimal impacts on those communities if 
Springfield does get a casino downtown. But 
I also hope to support the positives, includ- 
ing job creation and additional tourism and 
revenues.”

continue to rise year-by-year unless something systemic is 
done. Matters are too far advanced to allow for mere patch- 
ing, he said. 

I-91 along the affected stretch consists of three lanes in 
each direction, northbound and southbound. The rehabilita- 
tive work, expected to begin late this year, (contingent on 
federal funding, which is expected to pay for 80 percent of 
the cost) will take place in two phases. Crews will work first 
on the inside lanes and later on the outside lanes, so that 
there will be two travel lanes in each direction open through- 
out. 

There will, of course, be consequences for traffic. Two 
lanes each way will suffice for much of the day, but will 
create congestion and delays during peak commuting hours 
on weekdays. Aside from the lane closures, work will re- 
quire ramp closures as well. There was much discussion at 
the meeting of how traffic will be re-routed when the ramps 
are closed. 

O’Dowd and the other officials present drew a distinction 
between drivers with “local knowledge” and those without. 
Drivers without a lot of knowledge of the roads in downtown

WARE - The Ware Business and Civic Association (WBCA) 
welcomed Maureen Belliveau, executive director of West- 
field’s Business Improvement District (WBID), to Workshop 
13 on May 21. Belliveau, a former Westfield business owner, 
has served as the WBID’s executive director since 2012. Her 
presentation was the final program in a series of options for 
revitalizing downtown Ware, sponsored by the WBCA and the 
Ware Community Development Department. 

The WBID is one of seven business improvement districts 
within the state of Massachusetts, along with Amherst, Bos- 
ton, Hyannis, Northampton, Springfield and Taunton. “We’re 
all similar, but not the same,’ said Belliveau. “The beautiful 
thing about a BID is that it can mold to the unique needs of 
your community.” 

Belliveau explained that in order to establish a BID, 51 per- 
cent of the business and property owners within the proposed 
district have to sign on in favor of its creation. The WBID was 
established in 2006 as a private, non-profit organization. “Since 
then, our main focus has been to address beautification and 
maintenance of the downtown,” said Belliveau. “The streets 
were a mess with gum, graffiti, and trash and we cleaned them 
up. Keeping up with that and other beautification efforts take 
up the bulk of our budget.” The WBID currently has an annual 
budget of approximately $223,000, with roughly $90,000 go- 
ing towards maintenance last year. 

The second largest portion of the WBID’s budget goes to- 
wards marketing events. “For a long period of time, people 
tended to avoid downtown Westfield,” said Belliveau. ““We’re 
working to get the word out that things are happening here 
again.” 

The WBID includes 190 properties with 157 property own- 
ers. Annual membership dues are one-half of one percent (.005) 
of their assessed property value. Belliveau told the crowd to 
consider the parameters of a BID carefully as once established 
it can’t be expanded or reduced. “You’d need to dissolve and 
reform,” she said. 

Belliveau said the city of Westfield has been extremely sup- 
portive of the BID’s efforts. Thanks to approximately $60,000 
in Community Development Block Grant funding each year, 
the WBID has been able to offer programs such as a “Restore 
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Springfield — drivers on the way from New Haven, Conn., 
to a destination in Vermont, for example — will follow the 
detours that will be indicated by signs. There will be many 
such signs to guide them. 

Those drivers are predictable, and the signs will lay out 
routes that will allow them to get where they want with min- 
imal impact on neighborhoods. East and West Columbus 
avenues, Liberty Street and Dwight Street, will all be impor- 
tant in these redirects. Drivers with local knowledge, on the 
other hand, such as those going about their daily commute, 
are less predictable. They may make their own routes. 

This point sparked further commentary during the ques- 
tion-and-answer session. One resident said that he lives near 
Forest Park, a neighborhood including Longhill Street and 
Sumner Avenue. This area is south of where the work will be 
taking place, but this resident thinks it will nonetheless be 
in harm’s way due to the traffic he expects from people com- 
ing from Connecticut, who “know the streets of Springfield 
pretty well” and will choose the Forest Park area as a route 
to downtown. 

O’Dowd seemed to concede the possibility. He nodded, 
and said, “We will have a team go out and take a look at it.”

Westfield” facade improvement matching grant. Belliveau’s 
program included a Power Point presentation of before and 
after shots of businesses within the WBID that have taken ad- 
vantage of this opportunity. 

Unfortunately, said Belliveau, the WBID is currently threat- 
ened by a petition to dissolve it. Up until 2012, Massachusetts 
allowed business and property owners located within a BID to 
opt-out of the program. Belliveau said the state changed the 
rules because businesses and property owners were benefitting 
by default whether or not they paid to join a BID. “Rising tides 
lift all boats,” said Belliveau, adding that sidewalk sweeping, 
trash pick-up, and other improvement efforts affect the entire 
area. 

However, some business and property owners are unhappy 
about losing the ability to opt-out, as well as other issues they 
have with the BID. They’re following a provision within the 
BID allowing them to petition to City Council for dissolution. 
A public hearing is set for June 5. Belliveau warned the WBCA 
that the possibility for this type of petition exists within every 
BID. “You need to be aware that this can happen,” she said. 

WBCA member David Gravel asked Belliveau if there were 
specific statistics on how the BID has helped Westfield busi- 
nesses. While Belliveau didn’t have any figures on business 
growth, she said she’s heard many positive comments from 
WBID members. “We do have supporters who say ‘I don’t 
know what would happen to me without the BID,” she said. 

Belliveau said one key to the WBID’s success has been 
partnering with other community agencies. “The Westfield 
Business Improvement District may be about business, but it’s 
also about collaboration, community, and what’s best for West- 
field,’ she said. “We work together with other groups who want 
the same thing. If you want to have a successful BID here in 
Ware, you’ll need to build those partnerships, too.” 

The public is invited to the next meeting of the WBCA, June 
25 at 6 p.m. at Workshop 13, to review all of the downtown 
revitalization options presented in the series. ““We’ll lay them 
side by side and look at the advantages and disadvantages,” 
said William R. Braman, WBCA president. “Then it will be 
time for us to step forward and do the hard work.”

Traditionally, funding for the marching 
band, concert band, jazz band and wind 
ensemble is provided solely by the Band 
Parents, an organization comprised of cur- 
rent and former parents who work tirelessly 
to make ends meet for the high school’s 
award-winning music program. Last year, 
the marching band alone drew $9,000 out of 
the budget, all provided by the band parents, 
not the school budget. Some of their regular 
yearly fundraisers include a fall mum sale, 
candle sales, car washes and a recent pan- 
cake supper at Bobbie J’z restaurant on Main 
Street that netted the band $1,000. 

The first annual Band-A-Thon featured 
four generations of Agawam High School 
band directors, including Darcy Davis, who 
directed the band from 1950-1995. Each 
director — Mr. Davis, Scott Thompson, Ta- 
mara Watson and current director William 
Heuglin — directed a number performed by 
current students accompanied by a number 
of alumni, including Todd Connery, class of 
1985, who was instrumental in helping Jodi 
orchestrate the event. 

Along with performances by the marching 
band and color guard under the direction of 
senior drum major Emily Renaud, a number 
of other groups entertained the crowd. The 
Heminways, a rock band led by Sam Einzig 
who graduated in 2011, played classic rock 
covers. Blue Skies Big Band, led by Todd 
Connery, also performed, followed by the 
alumni jazz band. 

Albertson estimates that the event cost a 
meager $2,000 to pull together, a cost that 
was made back quickly between admission 
costs ($15 for adults, $10 for students, $50 
for families), and vendor rentals. Over half 
of the vendors that participated are Agawam 
alums and each vendor donated an item to be 
raffled off. Local businesses such as Budget 
Cabinet, Peppo’s Pizza and Sarat Ford also 
helped defray the cost of the event with gen- 
erous donations. 

Enrollment in the various ensembles has 
remained steady in recent years, with close 
to 100 members in the symphonic band, 
many of whom also perform in wind ensem- 
ble, jazz band and marching band. The wind 


ensemble and symphonic band both brought 
home gold medals this year, the marching 
band a silver. Under the direction of Bill 
Heuglin, the program’s future looks bright. 

However, the Band Parents continue to 
battle budget cuts and a stereotypical lack of 
support for the arts. Yet, considering the size 
of the crowd at the Band-A-Thon, Albertson 
is well on her way to reminding the town of 
the importance of music education. 

“These gatherings serve as a reunion for 
me,” she says. “I have never gone to a class 
reunion because these people are my family. 
I grew up with them.” 

The Band-A-Thon will be an annual 
event, and Albertson hopes to draw a greater 
number of alums to perform next year. She 
plans to launch a stronger Facebook cam- 
paign, reaching out to the many generations 
of Marching Mohawks with music in their 
blood and pride in their eyes.
